When their clothes were worn out, 
they resorted to the old fashioned spinning 
wheelandloom. Then grist mills and saw 
mills were const-ucted. In 1849 the first 
carding machine was taken across the 
Viains. They now succeed in making an 
ainple supply of good cloth. 

They have improved their breed of sheep, 


and now the wool clip of Utah is immense. y 


The Deseret Woolen Mills have one set of 
thirty-six inch ecards,a two hundred and 
forty spindic mill,and soon will putin a 
one hundred and ninety-two spindle jack. 
These mills are capable of turning out one 
thousand yards of cloth per week. 

The Wasatch and the Excelsior Mills 
have large manufactaring capacity also, 
Wovolen factories are also in progress of 
erection at Big Springs, in Tooele county, 
and at Provo. At Beaver City and several 
otifer places factories owned and to be 
worked on the co-operative system are 
being erected. When all are in full running 
operation, they will produce $700,000 worth 
of cloth per annum.

‘That “ Waytaring” Comnittee. 


The committee appointed by the Legisla- 
ture “ to make a full and thorough exami- 
nation into the condition and management 
of the finances of the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad since the time said road was 
placed under the supervision of the present 
superintendent; also, at the time said road 
was placed .under his control; and also as 
to the general management of raid road; 
and cspecially said committee shall be 
directed to inquire”—(here follow thirty- 
four specifieations.) “ The committee is au- 
thorized to employ a clerk, administer 
oatha, send for persons and papers, and re- 
quired to render a full and complete report 
to the General Assembly at ifs meeting in 
July next.” Pa

. The committee consisted of Walker 
Brock, (38th) J. M. Colman, (4th) and C. B.
